SCHOOL RE POR 


Your School Committee has endeavored so to discharge his. 
duties as to raise the schools to a higher standard of usefulness 
and efficiency. School-houses and their appointments are local. 
In many instances they need the prompt and decided action of 
the local authorities, in rebuilding, remodeling, or refurnishing. 
We hope these authorities will see that it is for their interest 
not to defer these prudential reforms. 

Knowing that reading and arithmetic have taken much the 
larger portion of time in the drills in the schools, we have direct- 
ed and required the teachers to give more attention to spelling, 
grammar and permanship. There have been but few instances 
in which this requirement has not been more than satisfactory 
in its results. 

The teaching generally has been efficient and successful. The 
schools in districts No. 1, 2, and 11, in deportment of teachers 
and scholars, in government, development, and systematic pro- 
gress were model schools. 

No teacher has been dismissed this year. And though they 
have been required to be strict in discipline, and exact in drill, 
yet our intercourse has been pleasant, and they have had our 
unqualified support. 


District No. 1. 


The summer school in this district, has our entire approval, 
and we think, also that of the parents. Its teacher, for scho!- 
arly deportment in the school-room, and successful modes of in- 
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struction, has few equals. She exhibited more than an ordinary 
degree of interest and zeal in her school, and succeeded to a 
remarkable extent in imparting that interest and zeal to her 
pupils. It was a model school. 

The Winter Term: ‘This school presented a beautiful grada- 
tion of systematic development from its lowest to its highest 
capacity. The instruction was thorough. At all points perse- 
vering, faithful labor was apparent. 


Disrrict No. 2. 


The first term of school in this district was favored with one 
of the most skillful and prudent teachers. Her methods of in- 
struction were wisely adapted to the capacity of her pupils. 
Early in the term she gained their respect, and retained it to the 
close of the school. Her administration was faultless. She 
taught her scholars to think. . 

The second term of school was in the charge of a male teacher. 
A young man of more than usual energy and ability, a good 
scholar, and well qualified to teach. The school commenced 
well, with a fine prospect. But we cannot give so full a report 
as is desirable, not being able to visit it at the close. The teach- 
er being threatened with lung fever, was advised by his physi- 
cian to leave his school at once and go home. So the school 
was closed three days befure the term expired. We are satisfied 
however, that the school made good progress. 


District No. 3. 


The school in this district is small. The first term it appear- 
ed well, and the pupils made fair progress. 

The second school was suddenly brought to a close. When 
it had kept about four weeks, the District Committee ascertained 
he had no school money. Nota dime! ! Theschool was closed 
at once. The district should see that the keacaer has her pay. 
Her school did well for so short a term. 


Districr No 4. 


There was but one term of school in this district. It was 
successfully conducted. 
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District No. 3d. 


‘here was only one term of school here. Those unacquainted 
with this district are not aware how many difficulties a teacher 
has to meet in her efforts to polish and mold her pupils for a 
better condition in society. 


District No, 6. 


One term is all the schooling the children of this district can 
claim. The teacher did as well as one could be expected too, 
without a school-house or any of the ordinary appliances for 
teaching. 


District No 7. - 


This district has had two schools each term-—Primary and 
Advanced. The Summer term in each department did well. 
The advanced school was in the care of an experienced teacher. 
The teachers labored diligently to advance their pupils, and 
succeeded in a fair degree. 

The Winter term, in its primary division had the labor of a 
tried and faithful teacher, who apprehended at once the errors 
and wants of her pupils. Diligent: effort was made. to meet 
these conditions, and improve her scholars. The advanced 
division was in the charge ofa male teacher. For a week or 
two, about the middle of the term, the school was sadly affected 
by some excitement in the district. As this passed away, the } 
scholars applied themselves diligently to their studies. This 
teacher made unusual and persevering exertions to aid and ad- 
vance his school, and in reading, spelling, arithmetic and pen- 
manship he succeeded admirably. 


District No 8. 


The summer term in this district was successfully conducted. 
The teacher labored faithfully to improve her scholars. The 
Winter school was in charge of a male teacher. A young man 
of fine scholarship. It was his first effort in teaching. He tried 


earnestly to discipline and develop his school, and succeeded in 
a fair degree. 
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Districts No 9 and 10. 


In district No. 9 there was one term of school, only. No. 10 
had two terms. Both of these were in the care of one person. 
A teacher of long experience and most excellent qualifications. 
Her instructions were thorough, and the schools all that could 
be desired. 


District No. Ll. 


The Summer and Winter terms of school in this district were 
in the care of different teachers. Both of these schools were 
wisely and skillfully conducted. The pupils were prompt in 
recitations and decorous in behavior. _ We consider this district 
fortunate in securing two such :ble and efficient teachers in the 
same year. 


Districr No 12. 


This district did not have a “ummer term, but a Winter term 
of thirteen weeks. The experience and former connection of 
the teacher with this school, prepared her to make it what it has 
emphatically been, profitable. She maintained her tair reputa- 
tion as a good teacher. 


District No. 13 


There was but one term Of school in this district. It was 
short, only seven weeks. ‘The teacher worked by system and 
aimed at thoroughness. The examination was very good. 


_DISTRICT No. 14. 


The first term of this school was very satisfactory. The 
teacher having taught there before was well fitted to make it a 
good school. She succeeded admirably. The second term of 
school, at its examination, the pupils seemed to have made pro- 


ficiency in their studies. The exercises were quite interesting. 


District No. 15. 


There was no school in this district 
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Districr No. 16. 


In this district there was one term of‘school. It is small, 
and the term was short, but the teacher did her best to improve 
and advance the scholarship of the school. 


District No. 17. 


This district had one term of school only. The administra- 
tion was satisfactory. The school did well, and appeared well 
at its examination. 


District No. 18. 


The Summer term of schogl in this istrict did well. ‘The 


teacher gained the affections of her pupils, and did her best to ~ 


advance them in scholarship. The Winter school was success- 
fully conducted. The teacher was really enthusiastic, as were 
her scholars. In reading fine progress was made.
